GERMINATION: 


These are the essentials: (1) uniform moisture, (2) correct temperature (70° for most 
annuals), (3) sterile soil and containers, (4) loose fine medium, (5) good seed. 
Careful growers abide by them religiously for reliable seed performance. 


Germinating seed only needs to dry out once briefly to be destroyed. 

It’s especially vulnerable when the seed is swelling and beginning to crack. We make 
: ; “trenches” in our seed flats by pressing lath strips down about 4 inch, sow our seed 
EIA a SE ee ee : in bottoms of these trenches where it stays more evenly moist. Other growers coyer flats 
ein le 8 with glass, mist frequently, or enclose flats in plastic sleeves. Sub-irrigation for the first 


scsecaee watering usually carries the seed through to germination. 


Temperature is more critical than you may suspect. The warm end of a 60° house 
does not always provide enough heat for fastest germination. While most heat-loving seeds 
will eventually sprout at 60 to 65°, they lie exposed to pre-germination dangers for too 
long a period. All you need is a small room or box heated to 70°.

We don’t cover any seed as fine as Snaps 
germination. and Petunias, are careful to cover larger seeds only lightly. Fertilizer never helps germin- 


ation, can hinder it. Fresh leaf mold or manure is too potent—use peat instead. 


SEED TROUBLES: 


Damp-off: 
Prevention is much easier than cure. If you follow correct germination procedure you 
should have good results. Use Pano-drench as extra precaution. 


After germination: 
Don’t overwater—water only when needed, then thoroughly. 
Give plenty of light and air immediately. 
Drop temperature to growing range (50° for most annuals) by transplanting time. 


No germination? 
Check essentials: moisture, temperature, sterile conditions, loose fine medium, good seed. 
Ants or rodents may have carried seed off. 


Seedlings in rows instead of broadcast— Avoid non-essentials: brigh: sun, deep covering, excess fertilizer, fresh organic matter. 
good protection against damp-off and dry- - 
ing. 


GROWING: 


Soil. In the North, growers prepare their soil in the summer or fall, store it where it will 
stay dry and unfrozen until planting time. Starting with a good topsoil, standard practice 
is to incorporate one part of fibrous peat, leaf mold or manure to every 3 parts of soil. 
Many growers add 20¢7, super-phosphate, 2 lbs. per yard of soil mix (or a 4-in. potful per 
wheelbarrow). Sand is sometimes incorporated to loosen heavy soils, but tests have shown 
that organic matter will do the job. Practically every grower who has facilities is steam- 
ing his bedding plant soil. Steaming saves enough weeding time to more than pay for 
itself, besides helping control diseases. 


Transplanting. We like to transplant early, as soon as there is one set of true leaves. 
This makes for less shock, and may save seedlings from damp-off. We also try to plant 
shallow. Even if seedlings fall over, they soon right themselves, and we stay away from 
stem rot due to deep planting. Soil that is moist to start will cushion transplanting shock 
for the few minutes between transplanting and watering. 


Water and feed. We get best results by making the first watering a thorough one. The 
moist soil then holds plants several days without further attention. After this follow 
standard watering: let the soil get dry but not bone dry, then water heavily enough to 
moisten all the soil. Late in the season some bedding plants will need a light feeding 
with a complete fertilizer.

Temperature and timing. The different bedding plants vary widely in time from seeding 
to salable plants. Ten weeks is a very rough average, when you germinate at 70° and

in handling. 


Unchecked growth. We feel it is extremely important to avoid any check in fast even 
growth of bedding plants. Try to scan your cultural practices for any checks due to: 
drying, overwatering, excessive cold or heat, pests or diseases, overcrowding, poor soil, 
lack or excess of fertilizer. 


If you use any of the dozen containers like Market-Paks instead of flats, your growing 
techniques may need some alteration. Growers find they can water a given area faster 
because shallower containers require less water, but must sometimes water more often. 
Late season feeding will more likely be required. Paks that are retailed by self-service 
must be kept fairly clean and dry, either in skeleton or full flats, or on gravel, plastic, 
straw or bare boards. 


EFFECTIVE SELLING 


Good Stock. We have yet to see anyone with top quality bedding plants who didn’t make

them pay. That’s how important good growing is. Yet some growers and retailers con- 
sider bedding plants a poor profit line and wonder why they can’t make any money from 
their inferior stock. The best stock can pull customers clear across a big city and at top 
prices. All it takes is the same careful attention you would give to growing any good 
crop. If bedding plants are treated like castoffs, poor cousins, or catchcrops, then quality 
and profits go to the dogs. 


Consider a “Pak” in some size or shape instead of a large flat. 
“Paks” for growing-selling about a dozen plants have boosted profits for hundreds of 
bedding plant growers and retailers. The customer gets just the right number of each 
variety and winds up buying more; the seller saves much labor. This new convenience 
is worth, and brings. a price premium of 10c or more per dozen to many growers. To 
forestall haggling, don’t grow any full flats at all, or at least do not dig from them. 


Superior quality plants of course come in pots. If you grow in pots for superior quality, 
why not go all out for quality and use Jiffy-Pots? They'll produce better plants than 
conventional pots every time.

all know this, but how to sell plants without flowers? We suggest: 


Display full color pictures right with the paks. Small cards in each “pak” and large 
posters nearby, are a big help. These should have thumbnail sketches of height, spacing, 
sun or shade, etc. Cards and posters are available in our Sweet Sixteen promotion 


for 1958. 


Sample plants in full bloom can substitute for flowers in the containers. 
in big boxes or pots to make them too expensive for gardeners to buy. 


Grow these 


Bombard consumers with advance propaganda that shows pictures in color, and that 
drives home the point “buy before bloom”. Colorful booklet “stuffers” are available for 
mailing as part of our Sweet Sixteen promotion. 35 millimeter color slides for projection, 
showing the novelties and popular varieties for 1958 are available for you to show to 
clubs and groups during the winter. Write us giving the date you wish to show the slides, 
and we will loan you a set free of charge. 


They have a large 
parking lot close by. They keep the sales area orderly and uncrowded so people can find 
their way around, rather than pushing too much stock in at once and bottling up shopper 
trafic. Variety and price are marked clearly on every pak. 


Fan the flames of gardening enthusiasm by getting on the 
program at local clubs. Talk up varieties, landscape uses, culture, research, breeding— 
whatever you know that will feed people’s gardening hunger! Then your advertising 
will mean more to them. 


Service. This doesn’t mean exactly the same that it has in the past. Service is modern 


and streamlined now. It means let the customer “do-it-himself” but make sure you take 
all the work out of it first. It goes under the heading “Self-Service.” 


SELF SERVICE 


It is helping hundreds of retailers to sell more merchandise with less help in the same 


space. Weekend crowds can’t gum up the works nearly so easily. Profits rise when labor 
costs go down and volume goes up. Customers are happier, salespeople are less harried. 


Here’s what those who know self-service recommend: 


Grow in self-service containers, Paks instead of flats. 
Label everything plainly. 


Use other good point-of-sale aids, since a salesperson won’t be doing the selling. Posters, 
variety cards, sample plants in flower are all effective. 


Keep the sales area plenty roomy. Nothing less than a five foot aisle is practical for 
accommodating heavy traffic. 

Avoid dirt or mess-—have paved floors and paved parking, kept clean and uncluttered. 
Provide plenty of free parking close to street and close to check-out. 

Supply shopping carts of some sort—good big ones. Coaster wagons also work. 


Keep experienced personnel on hand to give advice and counsel. This is the efficient 


way to use good sales help. 
Don’t be afraid to advertise your self-service. 


Handle lots of related gardening merchandise—people can serve themselves to any 
garden need.

Our New Catalog Arrangement... 


“Change is a fundamental law of Nature”, the plant scientists tell us. We have made two changes in our 
seed catalog this year. We hope they meet with your approval. Let us hear how you like this arrange- 


ment—new in these ways: 


@ Petunias no longer occupy the front pages—they are to be found in alphabetical order in the 
center of the catalog (pages 38-47). All flower seeds are now strictly alphabetical. 


@ Annuals and perennials are now combined. In each case the annuals appear first, followed by the 
perennials. Perennials may be identified readily by at the beginning of the perennial 


lists wherever they appear. 


Also new this year is a general information line as follows: 


AGERATUM 
ANNUAL (4. mexicanum) 200,000 S. 3 weeks 65-75° 
A. mexicanum—refers to genus and species as described accord- 
ing to the best available botanical reference. 
200,000 S.—means 200,000 seeds per ounce. 
2-3 weeks—-indicates usual time required for germination. 
65-75°—-means normal night temperature range for best ger- 
mination. 


In cases where the number of seeds per ounce varies by variety, you 
will find “S. See below” in the space normally occupied by the 
number of seeds, and that figure will be given for each variety 
listed. These figures must NOT be accepted as indicating the 
number of plants to be expected. Under favorable germinating 
conditions most large seeds will germinate 60% to 70%. In figur- 
ing your seed requirements, keep in mind that it is also good prac- 
tice to select only the most vigorous seedlings, except in the case 
of mixtures, when seedlings should be transplanted “as they come.” 


The dot (@) indicates varieties most dependably satisfactory in our experience and observation.

The long keeping quality which cut-flower Asters have in their 
favor, and which compares satisfactorily with that of Chrysanthe- 
mums, is also a point of importance in pot plant Asters. In addition 
to their lasting qualities—often as long as four weeks in the aver- 
age home—they offer a variety of colors which can’t be had in pot 
Mums. Bright, true rose-pinks, lavenders and purples are available 
in addition to pure white and red shades. 


We've been working with pot Asters for three years now, both 
selecting better strains and growing them at different seasons and 
under varying conditions, so we feel that we have accumulated at 
least some information of value to growers. Briefly our recom- 
mendations at this time are: 


1. Grow at 60° during the months of October through April. 


2. Light (same set-up as Mums) up to time terminal bud is the 
size of a nickel. Only exception is the period from May 1 to 
September 1. Plants may be shaded from “lights off” date until 
full bloom in order to bring laterals into flower near same time 
as terminal. 


3. Grow in 2%4-inch Jiffy-Pots and shift, especially if panning up 
2 or more plants per pot. Permits selecting plants of uniform 
size. 


4. Best varieties for different seasons: 
a. Kirkwells to sow October and November for late January 
to March flowering. 
b. Dwarf Queens to sow December and January for April and 
May flowering. Gerhart Hauptmann also good here. 
c. Dwarf All Saints to sow March and April for July and 
August flowering. 


5. Sales are exceptionally good at Easter and Mother’s Day. 


6. Make unusually nice plants singly in 3- or 4-inch pots or 
panned in 5’s and 6’s.

OUTDOOR CULTURE 


“Resistance” to Aster wilt does not mean complete “immunity”! 
Even the most resistant strains will eventually wilt in thoroughly 
infested soil, although they are far more satisfactory than non- 
resistant strains. Our past experience indicates that changing the 
location of the Aster planting regularly, or steam sterilizing, is a 
worth-while safety precaution. We sow them 6 weeks before plant- 
ing-out date. Three weeks after sowing, the seedlings go into Jiffy- 
Pots or plant bands; three weeks later they’re ready for planting 
out or benching. We space them a foot apart each way in beds so 
that conventional wire and string may be used for supports. We 
find cloth house protection a necessity to prevent leaf hoppers from 
spreading yellows, and to keep plants from growing too hard.

their place. While Asters can be flowered any month of the year, 
the spring and early summer months seem to be the most profit- 
able. The only important requirements are: 50° night tempera- 
tures, and additional lighting, which must be supplied continuously 
from the seedling stage until plants are 20 to 24 inches tall. The 
only exception is the period from May 1 to September 1, during 
which day length is long enough. 60 watt bulbs with reflectors, 
spaced 5 feet apart, or the lighting set-up you use for Mums is 
satisfactory. Light must be turned on from sundown to 10:00 P. M. 
daily, or for two hours in the middle of the night. 


Spacing is usually 8x8 inches. White Ball, Pink Ball and Rose 
Ball are especially desirable for off-season culture. Azure Ball, and 
Purple Ball do equally well, but these colors will be wanted in 
lesser quantity. Use sterilized soil for best results. 


The following schedule worked out at Ohio State checks closely 
with our own experience where a 50° night temperature was used, 
although there is more variation from year to year than with Mums.

January | sowing for strong 3-inch in late May. For May combinations, 
heavy 3-inch should be sown December 15—no later. For 4-. or 5-inch 
for April and May potted plant sales or 3-inch for March, a well shaped 
plant with several blooms needs a November 15 sowing. Doubles, like 
other Petunias, need good drainage, and cool temperatures—they will 
lose their dwarf habit of growth if temperatures are run above 55° 
(unless there is an abundance of sunshine to offset this). 

Certain varieties need one pinch to retain suitable shape for finished 
plants. They all break very readily. Sonata, Snowball and Minuet are 
especially responsive to a pinch.

BRIEFS ON SNAP CULTURE 


Soils 
Good Snaps can be grown in a wide variety of soils. As a gen- 
eral rule any soil that will grow good Mums will grow good 
Snaps. The really important point is that it contain plenty of 
organic matter. While this may take the form of manure, be sure 
it is well rotted. As a matter of fact, peat is generally preferred 
because it is more uniform. 
The amount of organic matter which a soil needs depends upon 
its basic structure. Heavy, clay-like soils will need more than 
loose, sandy sorts. If an average good garden or field soil is to 
used, one part of organic matter should be incorporated with 
each two or three parts of soil. To this should be added three 
pounds of 20% superphosphate per. 100 square feet of bench area 
before steaming. Other than this we prefer to depend upon 
regular feedings as soil tests indicate their need rather than to 
load the soil with too much fertilizer to start with. 


Sterilizing 

We like to steam sterilize our soil before benching, too. It cleans 
up disease organisms, kills soil-borne weed seeds and insects and 
tends to improve the soil’s physical condition. Low (8 to 10 lbs.) 
steam pressure does the job for us. Holding soil temperatures at 
180° for half an hour after this temperature has been reached is 
all it takes. After sterilizing, a heavy leaching with clear water 
will tend to prevent an excessive build-up of nitrates which might 
injure young roots. 


Seed Sowing 

Vermiculite, peat, or soil and peat mixtures all make satisfactory 
materials for germinating Snap seed. We like to have the flats 
well watered before sowing, which may be done either broadcast 
or in shallow rows. We prefer the latter since it permits better 
aeration after the seedlings get started. No additional soil cover- 
ing is needed for this fine seed—a light misting with a fine spray 
will settle it into the soil. If weather is hot or windy, flats 
should be protected with cheesecloth or paper shade until well 
up, then they will enjoy full light and a cooler, airy location. Seeds 
should germinate in 3 or 4 days in summer, 7 or 8 days in winter 
in a night temperature of 60-65°. 


Planting 


If bench space is available, we like to bench seedlings direct— 
less labor and better growth. It works nicely even in hot weather, 
if the soil is moist before benching, seedlings are planted shallow, 
and misted within minutes of benching and regularly until new 
roots show. 

In regard to the matter of spacing, we believe 3 x 6 inches is 
the most economical and profitable for a winter single stem 
crop with 3 x 5 inches being enough for late spring and summer 
crops. We space our pinched crops 7 x 8 inches, finding this sat- 
isfactory for most varieties. If you are obliged to transplant, band 
or pot seedlings, do not pinch them until plants have been 
benched and have taken hold. To pinch before benching will usual- 
ly result in only two top breaks rather than the four or so that each 
plant should produce. We like to pinch when plants are about 
8 inches high, leaving 3 good pairs of leaves. 


Summer-Fail! Snaps 


are being grown more every season. Direct planted and 
grown single stem, they flower in a little over two months from 
benching, and seem to be in good demand. Short growing time 
means low production costs. For example: some growers sow June 
Bride in early January, bench seedlings direct in early February, 
spacing 244 x 5 inches, single stem, and cut in early May. Feb- 
ruary sowings of the same variety flower in early June. Best prices 
are often obtained in May and June. The Rockwood varieties, 
Crystal White, Summer Pink, and Summer Yellow, are best 
adapted for the season from mid-June till early September. Figure 
on about 3% months from sowing until steady cutting on these 
varieties. Usual spacing is 3 x 5 inches single stem. Do not pinch 
summer greenhouse Snaps. 


Sowing Dates 

The dates given here are intended as suggestions only—based 
on our experience here in the Midwest. Various things can throw 
them off. Examples:

This is 
particularly true in growing bedding plants in Market-Paks and 
Alumi-Paks. Because of the small volume of soil in these contain- 
ers, it is important that a well screened mixture be used that is 
not so light that they dry out too fast, nor so heavy that they alter- 
nate between a water-logged state and a hard-baked cake. Neither 
of these conditions is favorable to good plant growth. 


Here at West Chicago we mix 3 parts good soil to one part peat. 
This mix is widely used, and is recommended at Ohio State Uni- 


versity. Leafmold or well rotted manure can be substituted for 
peat. If the basic soil is exceptionally poor, either too gravelly 
or too hard-packed, additional organic matter will help. Of course, 
pebbles or broken pieces of pottery should be placed in the bottom 
of paks or pots to provide adequate drainage. 


For breaking up the heavy field soil and pulverizing manure, a 
good Soil Shredder is invaluable. Complete mixing of the various 
ingredients can be accomplished. To obtain a nice fine soil for seed 
flats or pots, the new Krieger Soil Screener is a great time-saver 
over the old-fashioned hand screen.

SEASONAL PLASTIC HOUSES 


Of real significance, we feel, is the opportunity plastics present for construction 
of low cost temporary greenhouse space particularly for use in the spring. Most 
growers, particularly the small to medium-sized retail grower, are chronically 
short of space in the spring. Main reason: the bedding plant business which is 
profitable and good comes all at one time. Actually a great many growers all 
across the country are building plastic houses now for spring bedding use. 


In constructing such a house, the main point is to keep it simple, sturdy, and 
low cost. A plain 2x4 frame work such as is illustrated in the photo is entirely 
adequate. Since the house is temporary in nature, many growers use a low cost 
4 mil polyethylene material. The roof can be counted on to last from mid-March 
up until at least early June in almost any part of the country. For heat, some 
growers use temporary oil fired heaters such as used by construction firms to 
heat buildings during their work. However, for bedding plants, the 
main requirement is to keep the plants well above freezing on the 
few cold nights.

A typical plastic greenhouse is the one we have at West 
Chicago. It is 25 x 50 ft. and is covered with Polyflex 
230. Picture was taken on our Field Day where many 
guests showed a great interest in plastics. 


Adequate ventilation is important in such a house. Spring bedding 
plants will deteriorate quickly in a plastic house not properly 
ventilated. Actually, we find that installing standard cooling fans 
costs the same or very little more than building ventilators and 
does a definitely better job of ventilating. Of course, a fresh air 
inlet must be installed at the end of the house opposite the fans. 


Such a house can be recovered for use in the fall for such crops as 
Azaleas, Geranium stock, shaded fall pomps or standards, etc. Of 
course, it can also be used again the following spring. 


YEAR-ROUND PLASTIC HOUSES 


In the past several years we have built several test houses designed to explore 
various aspects of plastic greenhouse construction. The first of these was built 
at West Chicago in May of 1956. The house was 25 x 50 feet, built entirely with- 
out ventilators, was equipped with standard pads and fans for cooling and 
ventilating, unit heaters for heat. The roof of the house was covered with nine 
different types of plastic in many cases tried under several different thicknesses. 
bar spacings, with and without wire, etc. The house was planted to year-round 
standard Mums. We felt this crop would be as sensitive as any to excess 
humidity problems, and would be in flower continuously, so would give us a 
good picture of crop response. 


The house was operated right through the summer of ’56 and the winter of 
56-57 with temperatures to 17° below zero and at one time 11] inches of snow. 
Of the nine materials tested only one proved satisfactory for a year-round 
permanent plastic structure. That material is Poly-Flex 230. Although both the 
5 mil and 10 mil have proven satisfactory in our tests, the manufacturer recom- 
mends 10 mil for covering greenhouses and 5 mil for cold frames. 


The usual greenhouse construction is an inexpensive wood frame, with uprights 
20 in. on center, providing a two inch overlap between 42 in. layers of Poly-Flex 
230. Poly-Flex is rolled from the ground up one side, over roof and down in a 
continuous sheet. Lapped edges are stapled or taped and covered with protective 
strips of lath. This provides relatively air-tight construction.

POT PLANTS 
for Mass Marketing 


Flowering plants in 3- and 4-inch pots are surely gaining more favor 
every year. They serve so many useful functions in our present day 
economy that their popularity is bound to climb. 


They provide inexpensive home floral decorations in an age when flowers 
are better liked than ever, but Americans continue to be typically price 
conscious. People will buy them for permanent house plants, temporary 
decoration, and to plant in the garden after enjoying them in the home. 
They make ideal gifts for many small occasions when buyers would not 
purchase more expensive flowers or plants. They can be used by all kinds 
of stores for decoration and promotions. 


CULTURE 


Except for timing and spacing, budget pot plants can be grown much like their 
larger brothers. Fundamental things like seed germination, watering, fertilizing, soil, 
temperature, light, humidity, propagation, and pest control are usually very similar 
no matter what size is grown. 


Small pot plants can be finished in much less time than the usual pot crop, with 
more plants per square foot. This means good profits at a price that will sell.

1, Heavy shopper trafic—most sales are on 
impulse, so many people must see the 
merchandise.

4. Low markup—the way to high volume. 


Pricing. Retail prices under $1.00 are often 

figured safest for getting largest volume, but 
many successful merchandisers sell larger 
budget sizes in the $1.00-$2.00 bracket. In any 
case, mark the price clearly; it’s a good 
selling point. 
Low markups, always under 100% and even 
down to 50%, can still leave room for profit. 
The wholesale price should be high enough 
for the grower to make money. Retailers sell- 
ing cash and carry need only low margins. By 
the way, we know of florists competing suc- 
cessfully with supermarkets selling the same 
flowers in the same communities. 


Packaging. Some do and some don’t. Packaging 
provides:

Protection during shipment and_ handling. 


Kinds of packages include: 
Cellophane bags—bag encloses entire plant 
and pot, is stapled or heat-sealed; cello- 
phane tops fastened to cardboard pot hold- 
ers; cardboard boxes with cellophane win- 
dows. 


Promotion. “Special this week only, cash and 
carry’ is a natural for small pot plants—a 
weekend sale of one specific pot plant. Some 
merchandisers keep up a year-round program, 
using something different as often as possible. 
Prices should be clearly marked on the adver- 
tising and on the plants. The “special” signs 
are most effective when clearly visible from 
the street. i

Use of Mums—garden or hardies mostly—as a spring bedding 
plant has more than doubled the past three years! They are fast 
becoming a major item en the spring plant list. Main reasons: they 
are easy to grow, and they are at their best in autumn when most 
other garden subjects are “over the hill.” Here are the ways they 
are used: 


Garden Mums—flatted or potted for spring sales 


No doubt the most important single use made of Garden Mums 
for spring sales. 


They may be handled several different ways: As potted plants— 
cuttings are potted to 24- or better to 3-inch pots in early April, 
pinched soft in 2-3 weeks, are ready for sales as bushy well de- 
veloped plants for late May. Same watering, feeding, etc., as an- 
nuals. No light or shade. Night temperatures of 50°, or better yet 
45° (and cool days), retard the tendency toward premature buds. 
Lighting the plants 3 hours per night will also help avoid buds. 


More and more growers are shift- 
ing over to use of newer grow- 
ing containers for spring garden 
Mums. The Jiffy-Pot (see page 
69) is ideally suited for this. 


As flatted plants 


A substantial part of these spring 
garden Mums are grown in the 
new small size “by the dozen” 
type flats—of which the Market- 
Pak (page 72) and the Alumipak 
(page 76) are good examples. 
Handled in this way, the grower’s 
cost is considerably less than in 
individual containers.

A single cutting (garden variety) is potted to a 3-inch pot March 
2, pinched March 9, and grown at 60° nights. No shade, no lights— 
and they'll be nicely in flower by early May! They make colorful, 
highly salable plants—especially in the bright new Aluminum 
pots. They are a low cost item (some growers offer them for 39c 
cash and carry). Best of all, after your customer has enjoyed the 
flowers on them for a couple of weeks, the plant can be cut back, 
planted out to his garden—and it will flower again in the fall. 
Some growers attach little tags to them, pointing out their use for 
fall flowering and giving brief instructions (cut back half way 
down, plant out, water, feed, pinch till August 1, etc). Quite a few 
of these Garden Mums in spring are flowered in larger pot sizes 
too—4- to 5- and even some 6-inch. 


Many growers use these garden plants in flower combination 
boxes. 


Where the grower wants to flower spring garden Mums for a 
certain date (Easter, Mother’s Day, Decoration Day), they can 
be brought in on time by use of lights, then black cloth shade. 
Schedules to flower the late September-early October garden kinds 
follow:
